Railway taxes first exceed­ 


ed 100 million dollars in 19 11. In 19 17 they 


exceeded 200 million.

Now they are more than 


100 million. In eighteen years they hav e 


increase 1 from $2*0.9 00 a day to 9 1.100.000 


a day.
